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THE BIRDS OF SOUTH-EAST NEPAL 


This check-list is produced as the result of the observations during two years 
in the area by Richard Gregory-Smith and one year by Francis Batson. We are 
indebted also to other observers, particularly Robert L. Fleming ( Sn) and 
(Jn ) for their generous assistance and notes on species seen in the area. 

The area covered by this list i3 bounded by the Himalayan foothills from 
exclusive of Ham to the River Gandaki and by the Indian border. It consists 
of three distinct zones 5 - Terai plain, Terai forest and foothills. 

The plain is the Northern limit of the great Gangetic Plain and is only a few 
metres above sea level. Here are occasional trees, mostly of the ficus 
family, mango groves and bamboo clumps, but in the main fertile agricultural 
land growing padi, jute and maize. 

The Terai forest is a belt running parallel to the foothills and between them 
and the plain. It varies in width between 10-20 kilometres and consists 
mainly of sal and broad-leaved deciduous trees. 

Above the forest the foothills rise from 200m to 2000m and thence in 
progressions interspersed with steep valleys to the snow peaks. The maximum 
height in the area under consideration is approximately l800m« The foothills 
are sparsely forested. Cultivation is carried out wherever slopes and soil 
permit and maize, rice, millet and dhal are grown. 

The year is divided into three seasons. The monsoon starts usually in 
mid-June and lasts until mid-October. This is followed by a cool season 
until the end of February, v/hen it becomes progressively hotter until the 
monsoon breaks again. 

The area is intersected by rivers draining the melting snows of the Himalayas 
and carrying the monsoon rains in season to the Ganges. 

One of the largest of these rivers, the Sapt Kosi has been controlled by a 
great barrage, one kilometre across, regulating it's flow to provide 
irrigation waters and to reduce flooding in Northern India. There are large 
wetland areas above the barrage, changing in composition with the season, but 
consisting of marshes, mudflats, sandbanks and shallow waters. Here is one 
of the finest areas in the world for ardeids, duck, geese, rails, waders and 
other water loving birds.
